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The Parallel Gospels and 
Reference Passages. 


The general purpose of this work is to provide a simple help that will not 
only save time in preparation, but will.give assurance of the understanding, and 
adaptation in the application as well, in all things pertaining to our Lord’s Life, 
Work and Teachings. In this time more, perhaps, than in many centuries past, we 
find all classes teaching the first principles of the Gospel of Salvation. And these 
are multiplying to such an extent that church edifice can no longer contain the 
work of the Spirit. Bible classes, cottage circles, house-to-house work, open air 
meetings, gospel wagons, bands, clubs and societies innumerable, in and outside of 
the church organization are carried on by lay members. These urge their com- 
mendable service with little preparation save their personal research of the Script- 
ures and their zeal in the spirit. To this class the helps prepared specially for the 
clergy are of little value. With few exceptions, dogma and the profounder eluci- 
dations of men characterize them all and therefore they are understood little and 
cared for less. Those then who bear the name Christian, who love the Word of 
God, even those who are taking the first steps in the Blessed Master’s service, will 
- find herein abundant help. 


TWO METHODS OF STUDY. Two well known and fruitful methods of 
study are pursued. The first treats the Gospels as a complete whole regarded as 
the Life and Ministry of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. The second is a close 
study of every important text of the gospels by means of the prophecies and many 
other relevant scripture passages, grouped together on the same page with them, 
under the eye and hand. Such a study, it will-be seen, covers every doctrine of 
the Christian faith, for Christ is the rock upon which that faith is founded. 


HARMONY. _ To facilitate the first of these lines of work there is a complete 
analysis set forth in 225 topics marked as sections (?). These topics in their 
numerical order represent all of the important events and circumstances recorded, 
of our Lord’s Life and Ministry, in ehronological order. Dates are given and the 
_ months and seasons of the year are approximated to aid in the chronological study. 

Place is named so that all who are able to read intelligently are also able to trace 
with their own hands the entire life of our Lord as he journeyed up and down the 
Holy Land, blessing humanity. Parallelism is observed throughout. Many of the 
events are recorded by two, some by three, and not a few by four of the sacred 
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writers ; these accounts are arranged in columns, side by side, so that a complete 
history of a matter is continually before one. By these means it will be seen the_ 
Harmony of the Gospels is thoroughly established, and that while neither of the 
evangelists gives a full account, they all contribute portions which harmonize and 
agree with absolute concord. 


REFERENCES. For the second line of work the head-line reference-letters 
of an ordinary Reference Bible are used. These indicate important texts and also 
refer to the groups of passages from all parts of the scriptures on the same page. 
The same line of thought is found in these; then the scattered fragments of the 
truth are brought together, that they may be “rightly divided’’ and framed into 
logical fullness. The prophecies concerning our Lord are always present with the 
gospel record of the fulfillment of the same. By these means the Harmony of the 
Plans, purposes and teachings of the Old and New Scriptures is thoroughly 
established, and faith is strengthened. 


PRINCIPLES. Ifthe reader will observe, he will discover the work to be 
prepared upon strict economical and pedagogieal principles. Much time and 
labor are saved. To establish the harmony of the Gospels by means ofa ‘‘ Table 
of Harmony ” is a laborious undertaking; and when done the mind is still left in 
a state of confusion. To hunt up all the marginal references of a Teacher’s Bible 
is still more laborious ; and is not continued in by the ordinary reader beyond a few | 
passages. Is there any wonder that many minds faint quickly when they are put 
to strain, te first recollect, then conceive in exactness, find for a second time for- 

gotten clauses, fumble about, for such one lacks fingers enough to. continue to 
hold, and make deductions besides? The expedient necessary to reduce the work 
of the mind to a few simple acts is not readily contrived by all readers ; therefore 
the scriptures, because of the diversity of interpretation that may be applied, are 
not easily comprehended. By the system here introduced the subject is so simpli- 
fied, and the work relieved of so many hindrances that all careful readers may 
become efficient witnesses and teachers of the word of truth, 


AUTHORITIES. The authorized text is used, believing it to be more gen- 
erally accepted. In the matter of harmony, Robinson, Andrews, Butler, Kephart 
and others were consulted, and the reference texts and reference passages are those 
of the Oxford Teacher’s Bible. Most of the International and Bagster Bibles, 
as well, besides many hundreds more drawn from Canne, Browne, Blayney, Scott 
and others. 


DIRECTIONS FOR USE. The reader will thus be brought to understand 
the plan. Turn to pages 54 and 55, two pages answer for one. You observe four : 
columns; one for each of the gospels respectively. Itis the 16th 3; that is the 
sixteenth event in our Lord’s life, viz., ‘‘ The Temptation.” It probably occurred 
in January or February of A. D. 27, in the desert of Judea. You will now notice 
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that this event is recorded by Matthew in the 4th chapter: 1-11; by Mark, 1: 12, 
13 and by Luke 3: 23; 4: 1-13. This you will know by the large type text in 
their respective columns. In John’s column you see no large text type; thereby 
it may be known that John gave no record of this event. The gospel names at the 
head of the columns apply only to large type text. Looking over the gospel text 
as given here by the three first named gospels, beginning with Matthew, head-line 
reference letters, “a” ‘‘b” ‘ce’ etc., will be seen located here and there, indica- 
ting the more important thoughts of the topic; these refer to the groups of passa- 
ges in smaller type designated correspondingly by capital letters thus, “A’’ 
“B” “C” ete., e. g. the ‘‘b’’ in the 1st verse of Matthew 4, at the head of the left 
hand column refers to the thought of being ‘‘led by the Spirit.” Under “B”’ in 
the lower half of the same column will be found scripture quoting other instances 
of the same character. Under the ‘‘A’’ will be found reference made to the text 
of topic; this indicates that the first verses given in Matt. and Mark’s columns and 
the second one in Luke’s column are along the same line of thought. In no case is 
a scripture passage repeated on the same page. If it is needed a second time it is 
referred to as under ‘‘M’’ and ‘‘N”’ on page 55. Turning to pages 56 and 57 it 
will be found that there the subject is concluded. On this page Mark has no par- 
allel account, his record being very brief, 


HOW TO STUDY. For the family circle, and for those who desire to 
begin a regular reading of the Scriptures, we recommend that first of all, section 
_ after section of the gospel text (large type) be read in whatever column or columns 

it may be found. This course will render every portion of the gospels, and present 
a continuous Chronological narrative of our Lord’s Life without any change from 
the bible except the order of arrangement. To be interested in a matter one must be 
busied therein ; this is an inseparable law. ‘Therefore parents should encourage 
children to collect pictures illustrating events in our Lord’s life. Sunday School 
lesson pictures, journals, papers and the family bible are fruitful sources. Family 
worship should largely be instruction for children. Adults will wisely provide for 
the greater portion of their needs in the absence of children. 


WITH THE MAP. Another exercise in which the older children will par- 
ticipate with zeal is the study of places as associated with our Lord’s journeys up 
and down the Holy Land. Procure a map of “ Palestine in the time of Christ; ’’ 
lesson journals contain them. Begin with section 4; ‘‘ Annunciation to Mary” 
at Nazareth. Read the text and trace every movement of Mary and Jesus in the 
order given. Observe the outline given on page 38. Devote a map to each of the 
periods given. Or if desired, all of his life up to the first passover, ¢4—¢ 20 on the 
first map; and each passover year on each succeeding map as follows: ¢21—@ 36 ; 
2 37—285; 286—2202. The value of this exercise cannot be over-estimated. The 
work of the hand in tracing over the map makes a lasting impression, and aids the 
mind to properly associate the teachings of the gospels. 
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THE GOSPELS SEPARATELY. We also recommend the study of the 
gospels by books. Todo so they should be read as they stand in the Bible, 
But when the student comes to examine into the contrasts to draw lessons 
therefrom, he will find valuable help in the Parallel accounts. In such a study let 
it be observed that Matthew’s is the gospel of the kingdom, Mark’s service, Luke’s 
humanity, John’s divinity. In the first Jesus was the Messiah ; in the second he 
was all-powerful ; in the third he wasa perfect man ; in the fourth the Saviour. The 
one records especially sermons to the people; the next miracles; the next parables 
and the last talks to his disciples, etc. ete. 


CONCLUSION. In conclusion it may be added that the Bible is the 
Christian’s legacy, and in this work it was sought to draw each one closer and per- 
manently toit. Ifit isthe ‘‘ Word that abideth forever,’’ (1 Peter 1: 23,) how 
much of it have you acquired, that you also may continue? If his ‘‘ Words are 
Spirit and Life,’’ (John 6: 63) how much Life have you? For this reason are the 
words of men so studiously avoided, that each one who receiveth it may have Life, 
for the Fountain thereof is present in it.

TO THE READER. 


The Gospel Parallelism and the Reference Passages are the two leading features of this work. To 
these are added Topical Arrangement, Chronological Order, Time and Place. The reader sees at a glance 
which of the four Evangelists narrate any given event in the life of our Lord, which omit it, and the time 
and place of the event. Any two pages facing each other, as pp. 4 and 5, 6 and 7, etc., always an even and 
the following odd, are treated as if they were but a single page, except those devoted to the indices. All 
parallel Gospel narratives, with their reference verses are given on the same pages. Thus one is enabled 
rapidly and thoroughly to compare the accounts of the inspired biographers and the relevant passages 
from all portions of the Bible. The Gospel text appears in the larger type, and is always placed with 
regard to the four columns—e. g., all of Matthew’s accounts are placed in the Matthew column, Mark’s 
accounts in the Mark column, etc. The reference passages appear in the smaller type and are placed 
without regard to columns. From the italic notation, a, b,c, etc., of the Gospel text the reader refers to the 
lists of relevant verses placed respectively under the capital letters A, B, C, ete. See text of topic refers to 
the Gospel text under the topic in which thereferenceis given. Sce under A, etc., always refers to passages 
on the same facing pages, when no page is stated. See text of 2 1, etc., refers to the Gospel text of the section 
mentioned. The system adopted will readily be understood by any one. 

In the belief that, by thus reducing and simplifying the labor of Bible study, many, both young 
and old, shall be led to enjoy a deeper interest in the life, words and work of the Wonderful Counsellor 
and Prince of Peace, this volume is sent forth on its mission. }
